of America by its first settlers took 

place in qisy stages. Shortly after 
the retreat of the last great ice sheet, some 
venturesome Asiatic wanderer, a prehis- 
toric Columbus of name unknown, crossed 
the narrow stip of sea between East Cape, 
Siberia, and Alaska. 

The crossmng at that time could have 
been made on the ice, but it might also 
have been accomplished in skin boats or 
canoes, & feat not infrequently performed 
hy Eskimos of today, 

The first comers to North America 
trekked southward and their descendants 
penetrated into more hospitable climes and 
more productive lands. To roving hunters 
In. quest at food, this vast, virgin territory 
must have seemed a paradise. With no 
human enemies to bar their way, the: first 
thin ripple of this-seres of human waves 
probably spread with incredible rapidity. 


MAMMOTH CHOPS AND CAMEL STEAKS 


Game wasabumdant. The early hiuni- 
ers found most of the familiar animals we 
now know in America, and they ulsi. en- 
countered creatures long since extinct, 

The giant greund sloth with its sluggish 
habits must have proved an easy victim to 
his human enemies, The mighty mammoth 
aml the American carne! were hunted and 
used for foe. 

In Colorado, New Mexico, and Nevada, 
ingeniously flaked stone knives and projec: 
tile points have been found with the bones 
of these animals, and with those of a Large, 
now extinct variety of bison, 

The Americns were not populated en- 
tirely bw descendants of these first dis-

coverers: It is likely that through many 
centuries Asiatic people, responding: to peop 
ulation pressure from the south and west, 
found this natural route into the American 
rantinent, just a: Successive streams of 
European immigration later penetrated im- 
land from the Atlantic seaboard, 

Atchéological evidence indicates that 
most of these migrants did not linger lone 
in the far north but pushed southward 
along the cowst in their cunses, or followed 
the interior valleys. 

hon CONTINENTS FEOPLED 

So completely did they establish them- 
selves that, when the Europeans arrived, 
the two continents, and practically all of 
the adjncent ishinds as well, were occupied 
from the Arctic coast to the extremity of 
Tierra del Fuego," 

During the thousands of years that 
elapsed before the invasion of Europeans 
in the [ith century, the descendants of 
these early Asiatic hunters had succeeded 
in developing hich civilizations. Without 
the aid of ideas from established culture 
centers, their pllainments compared faver- 
culily with the best achieved in the Old 
World, 

From the fur-clad Eskimea of the frosen 
Arctic coast, living in his ingenious snow 
house, to the naked savave ol the steaming. 
tropical jungles of the Amazon Basin, with 
his equally suitable palm-thatched home, 
the descendants of these first. American im- 
migrants demonstrated their adaptability in 
Whatever his environment, 
the Indian learned the secrets of Nature

Thus the wandering hands of primitive 


Shashoni, living in the parched deserts of 
the Great Basin, found food in the sparse 
and spiny planta of the region. They knew 
the location of the scattered springs and 
how to capture edible grasshoppers and 
fly larvae from the lakes, They constructed 
nets to entrap the fleet jack rabbit andl, 
for lack of better material, made their rude 
shelters af brush, 

Among these simple bands, the only rec- 
(gmizable social unit was the family group, 
THREE GREAT (CTWILEATIONS 

While these and other primitive groups 
were wresting a bare existence, the great 
civilization of the Maya * developed and 
flourished for 1,500 years on the moun- 
thinous highlands of Guatemala, the tropi- 
cil lowlands of the Motagua River, and 
among the thorny-scrub of Yucatan, 

The equally great Inca + culture of an- 
cient Peru arose on the arid desert of the 
Pacific coast and in the bare and chilly 
highlands of the Andes. 

The Aztecst.shortly before the coming 
of the Spaniards, had succeeded in build- 
Ing Up a mighty military notion in the tem- 
perute Valley of Mexico, 

Wherever the carly white explorers went, 
they found diversity in culture, adaptabil- 
ity to environment, 

This yarlation is Mustrated most strik- 
ingly by languages. North of Mexico alone, 
at the time of the conquest, there were 
mote than 50 unrelated! linguistic stocks, 
und 700 distinct dialects. These dialects 
differed from one agether as English differs 
trom German of French, and the linguistic

Tt is evident, therefore, that numerous 
peoples of different origin had been isolated 
for long periods, 

Since: phonetic writing was never de- 
veloped in the New World, there was no 
means of stabilize and holding towether 
a language for any considerable time. Even 
though standardize! by published gram- 
nmiars, dictlonaries, and & vast printed litern- 
ture, cur own language has changed -so 
much sinc the time of Chauver that we 


would understand litte of the English of 


that period were we to hear it. spoken now: 
All these native American languages were 


capable of expressing abstract thought and 
subtle shades of meaning, Their  vocah- 


ularie: were as complete as the experience 

af the speakers permitted, and the gram- 

matical structure intricate and -svstemuatic. 
EARLY AMERICAN LANGUAGES 

The principal linguistic stocks north, of 
Mexico ate the Eskimauan, which includes 
the entire Arctic cosst from Aluska to 
Greenland: Athapascan, which inchirles 
Alaska and most of the interior of Canada 
west of Hudson Bay, and reappears in Ari- 
sone, New Mexico, and western Texas: Al- 
gonquisn, which stretches across southern 
Canada from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Atlantic, thrusting south of the Great Lakes 
to Tennessee: the Iroqueian, which includes 
the valley of the St. Lawrence River and 
the regions around Lake Erie and Lake 
Ontario, south to narthern Georgia. 

The Shoshonean stock includes the Great, 
Basin region and northern Texas: the 
Situ takes in most of the Great Plains 
and puirts of the Carolinas anc Virginia. 
~The Muskhogean stock covers mest of 
the States of Mississippi; Alabama, Geaor- 
gin, ane) Fborivda 
There ore many lesser stocks dotted here 
und there on the map of North Amerien, 
the revion of the Pacific coast being. as- 
tonishingly diverse In this respect, The 
groups gbove mentioned, however, cover 
the large bulk of the area north af Mexien, 

The varieties in physical type among the 
Indians were not 40 great mer so striking 
as the cultural differences. 

All American Indians con be classified 
generally as belonging to the Mongolnid 
stock, to which the people of eastern Asia 
also Delong. All have straight or slightly 
wavy bhick hair, brown eyes, and dark 
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complexions. ‘This latter feature varies to 
a limited extent in different sections of the 
New World

The Norsemen also described “self-sown 
Wheat helds” but it is impossible to say 
Whether these were fields af cultivated 
maize or al owild rice, 

No records have been preserved of sub- 
sequent Visits. to America by the Norsemen, 
but it is possible that the Husques, Nore 
mans, ait] Breterns hal oxpilored this re- 
pion by the middle of the 5th century 
in search of fishing grounds, At any rate, 
It was not long alter the first voyage of 
Columbus that the short route of the 
NOtSsemen Wis again in use. 

In 1497 John Cabot sighted Cape Bre- 
ton, and before the loth century was under 
Woy a permanent fishing settlement «af 
Basques, hormans: and Bretons: was e- 
tablished on Newfoundland. 
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By [378 as many a4 150 French vessels 
were tracing with the coastal Indians from 
Newfoundland to the mouth of the Futo- 
ni River. 

By thie the the Spaniards had sestab- 
lished themselves in Florida and were cast- 
ing covelous eves on the fur trade of the 
northern Athlintic (ost, althouech they took 
ne iinportant part in it, 

In 1565 Peden Menendes de Aviles wrote 
from St. Augustine, Floris, that more than 
7.060 buattals sins had been brought down 
the Potomac in canoes by the Indians ta 
Chesapeake Bay, and there traded to the 
French, Other adventurers and explorers 
from timé to time skirted the onast.

were not sharply dehned and t

native thought until the idea was implanted 
in sume sections by missionaries. 

Dreams or visions, induced by fasting 
or drugs, wherein he regularly sow and 
spoke with individuals known to be dead, 
were ample proof to the Indian of, the 
existence of a soul and an-aiterlife, Oifer- 
ings placed with the dear were a mani- 
festation of this belief, 

The souls of the dead, however, were 
usually feared and frequently extreme 
measures were taken in attempts: to pre 
vent their return, 

Neither did Indians elearly comprehend 
the idea of a personified ruling deitv. The 
loorely organized democratic tribes of 
A . were unacquainteal with a highly 
centralized type of government. There 
fore the political analogy of a ruling god 
was not easy for them to comprehend, 


EX RELTONMIN THE INDIAN DEMANDED 
IMMEDIATE RESULTS 


The religion of the Indian was entirely 
practical and was designed to help him, m0 
in the future, bat in the immediate present. 

Thus when the Indian thought himself 

plagued by an evil spirit, the obvious way 
to rid himself of his diffe ulty was iQ prt 
pitiate that spirit with offerings. His: at- 
tention thus was fixed equally upon friendby 
and unfriendly forces, 

The missionaries, of course, interpreted 
thie attitude as a worship of the Devil, 

Underlying all this was the somewhat 
mystic conception of an impersonal super- 
natural force which permentes ofl Nature 
and animates all phenomena which control 
the destiny of man, 

This force is called Manite by the Algon- 
quian, Pokunt by the Shoshoni, and Orenda 
by the Irequals. I) might be described as 
akin te the life principle 

arly white travelers, not comprehend- 
ing the real mature of this idea, tustually 
translated it as “The Great Spirit,” 


CEREMONIES FOR THE DEPARTED 


In some instances, elaborate ceremonies 
were held in connection with the dead, 

Among the Huron, the body of the de- 
parted was placed inoa flexed position in 
a bark coffin erected upon @ scaffolding in 
the woods near the village, alone with 
many offerings of food and ornaments. 

Every 12 years, at the great feast of the 
déad, all of the bodies of members of the 
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tribe who had died during the intervening 
penod were removed from their original 
burial seaffolds by their relatives. The 
bones were cleaned and cared for with 
demonstrations of affection. They were 


wrapped and covered with the finest robes 


and then conveyed to the village where they 
were displayed for a short time, together 
with a new array of valuable offerines, 
From here the bones were carried hy the 
relatives to a huge common burial pit in 
which on the designated day all of the 
bones of the tribal dead were depesited 


with great ceremony (Color Plate XV1T). 


Brebeut, a Jesuit who observed this cere- 
mony, cives o detailed description of it: 
“In the midst of a clearing was a-ereat 
pit, about ten feet deep and five brasues 
wide. All around it was a scaffold, « sert 
of staging very well made, nine to ten 
brassss In width, and fram nine to ten feet 
high: above this Statinu there were a num- 
ber of poles laid across, and well arranged, 
with cross-poles Lo which these packages 
of souls were hung and bound, The whole 
bodies of those who had die! more recently 


were placed on the bottom of the pit 


stretched upon bark or ots.’ 

After assembling the offerings, which eon- 
sisted of enormous piles of rich robes nd 
omaments, the ceremony continued, 

He relates: “At seven o'clock, they let 
down the whole bodies into the pit, We 
had the greatest difficulty in getting near: 
nothing has ever better pictured for me the 
confusion there is amorg the darned. 

“On all sides you could have seen them 
letting down half-decayed bodies: and on 
all sides was heard a horrible din of con- 
fused yoices of persons, who spoke and dit 
not listen; ten ae twelve were in the pit 
ol were arranging the bodies oll around 
it, one after another. 

“They put in the middle of the pit three 
large kettles, which could only be of wie 
for souls; one had a large hole through it, 
another had no hande, and the third was 
of scarcely more value,” 

Tater in the night the remaining bundles 
of bones were thrown into the pit tniis- 
crimingately, 

After fires had been liehted and many 
voices lifted in lugubrious songs, baskets of 
com were scattered over the remains and 
the entire deposit covered with fur robes, 

“When the burial had been completed, 
extravagant gifts were made to all of the 
visitors not directly concerned in the cere-

many itself Whereupon the entire affair 
concluded with a fest, 

The fabric of the Indian's religion wie 
woven about his intimate observations of 
Nature. Each doy be saw the sun rise in 
the east and set in the west, obliterating 
the stars which guarded the heavens at 
night. 

He noticed the regularity: of the waxing 

ani waning of the moon. He watched the 

procession of the equinoxes with the ac- 
cmpanying complex phenomena of the 
spasnns. 

With the seasons were correlated the 
regular migrations of animals, birds, and 
fish, autvl the otinudl cycles in the growth 
af plants and trees. With the seasons came 
heat and cold, rain and sunahine, lightning, 
wind. and snow. 

At times Nature was lavish with het 
favors; frequently she denied man his 
wants, Now and then disease struck with 
unseen weapons anil laid him low, 

All af these things required explanation 
@ thatemin might koow bow to produce 
more favors from Nature and tender his 
existence more tolerable. 

Lacking knowledge of physics, astron- 
omy, and metrorology, the Indian gave 
anthropomorphic existence to the varius 
striking features of Nature. 

The adventures of these supernatural be 
ings with Indian culture herges form the 
intricate substance of a rich mythology 
wherein are explained, often In allegorical 
language, all things about which the Indian 
has pondered. 

Anparently all American Ineians ob- 
swerved the solstices and used them as. a 
basics for dividing the year, The wlterta- 
tion of dav and night ond the chomyes of 
the moon were noticed and employed as 
units for messurement of thee, 

The vear was separated inte seasons in 
accordance with conspicuins patoral phe- 
nomena or seasonal developments which 
were significant to the Indi and which 
affected his manner of life.

Amoriz the Trout, the alternation of 
the seaanins svinbiolized the perpebiol str. 
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we between the Life God and “Stony Count,” 
the god of ice and winter, whose function 
wis-to destroy, 

The division of the seasons naturally 
differed with the latitude and the mode of 
life af the Tndians. Agricultural tribes 
siressed different phendmens from those 
that-the hunting or gathering tribes: did, 

Even among agricultural people the en- 
vironment largely determined ‘which a- 
pects of Nature were most important. Kain 
was. much more significant to the Eueble 
Indians of arid Arizona-and New Mexico 
than it waste the Procqueis. 

The sprouting of seed: the growth and 
death of annua) plints: the blossoming, 
leafing, fruiting, and shedding of trees: the 
migrations and mating periods of animals, 
birds, and fish—all were used to mark the 
match of the seasons, 

Tempordl conceptions were steeped in 
religion, the various seasons were associated 
with particular deities, and thee in tum 
frequently were associated with the four 
directions, ar six directions in the case of 
many wrouns who added “up ond “down” 
te the cardinal points, 


FACES WHICH KILL OR CURE 


Among: the American aborigmes were 
many secret societies and groups which ap- 
peared in public only in elaborate masks 
and costumes in which they represented 
yori deities, some of the powers of which 
they were suppesed to acquire by virtue of 
this sacred paraphernalia 

A characteristic organization among the 
Iroquois, frequently mentioned by early 
travelers, was the Society of Faces; which is 
etl) active (Color Plate XI), 

The imagination of the Indian. peopled 
the forest and the lakes with strange beings. 

Hunters having experionees which seemer 
odd to them attributed the events to en- 
counters with weird semihuman ‘“faces,"’ 


which occasionally appeared to them in 


creas 

These faces were supposed to possess the 
power of curing ¥urious disegses, The man 
who dread of a face was instructed in 
his team to varwe a likeness of jt to be 
warn os a mask, thus making him a healer 
while wearing it and stinging the proper 
Curing Sones, 

If the faces were not treated respectiully 
and given occasional offerings of tohacen 
and ashes, they would produce the diseases 
they could cure.

to be used in the woods or open snow, on 
hard of soft snow, When caught by o 
sudden snowsturm, the Indian. was zie 
quickly to make himself. an emergency pair 
by bending o frame of reen willow or 
ather twigs and constructing the webbing 
of bark. strips. 

Among the most useful inventions of the 
Woodland Indians was the birch-hark 
canoe, the principal means of summer 
travel. The Enstern Woodlands was a re- 
gion of lakes and rivers,and transportation 
was principally by these waterwavs, The 
dugout, hollowed from a jog by fre and 
stone aczes, was userl by most of the tribes 
southof the St. Lawrence River ( Mate X12), 

Aomuch more ingemous: and practical 
craft was the portable bark-covered canoe, 
widespread in the Woodlands region. Birch, 
spruce, or eim bark covered a light cedar 
frame, and ocexsionally imenee hide was 
substituted for bark. Birch hark is the 
more-satistactory material, being light «ane 
pliable, and the bitch tree can be peeled at 
any séison of the vear (Plate X XT, and 
pages 537, 541, 362, 565). 

The completee craft is somewhat fragile, 
but it is so Tight that tt can be curried easily 
hy ome man across even a long portage. 
This fact greatly extended its use and mude 
it possible to voyage by canoe to distant 
parts of the country, 


EXPLORERS: USED BIECH-BARK CANOES 


Early explorers adupted the bireh-bark 
cance and with it penetrated) to all ports 
of the northeastern forests; 

The general method of construction wis 
the same throughout the area, but details 
varied from tribe to tribe, so that one can 
tell from the shape of a canoe its approsi- 
mate place of origin. 

Birch bark was sewed over the frame by 
perforating the edges and wing strings 
mode from spruce Tools. Spruce gurn wis 
applied to make the seams watertight, Re- 
pairs cnuld be made easily by the same 
methods, The Indian was as skillful in 
handling this craft as he was clever in 
mucriutacturtang it. 

The birch-bark canoe was as mecessary 
to the Woddlands Tndian as the automodile 
is to the city dweller of today. The ne- 
madic Algonquian tribes continually trans- 
ported thenmelyes and their equipment by 
this means, “These wandering groups, seck- 
ing food, established themselves at different 
places as the seasons varied. 
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Among the Algonecuian tribes. of the 
northeast, hunting, fishing, and seed- 
gathering were the principal means of ob- 
taining fowl, In a region where game still 
ix relatively abundant, it wus much more 
so before the coming uf the white man and 
his firearms. Deer, moose, and caribou 
were plentiful: geese, ducks, and swans 
abounded, as did many other forms of bird 
life. 

Vet the Indian was often hard pressed 
to obtain sufficient food throughout the 
vear. The bow and arrow were his prin- 
cipal Weapons. 

In summer he found it dificult, with his 
stone-heated arrows, to stalk and deal in 
mortal wound to the larger animals. When 
opportunity atiorded, moose, deer, and cari- 
bow were driven into the water und shot 
from canoes while they swarm (page 541). 

In the winter, hunters with snowshoes 
ran down the heavy beasts floundering 
through the snow (Color Plate VID). tt 
was also easier then to track dewn rabbits 

and other smal) game. 

Fishing was highly important to a peaple 
living in a region of rivers and lakes. 
Quantities of fish were obtained through 
the construction of weirs and fish traps 
set gore: the streams, particularly when 
the salmon were migrating in the coastal 
rivers, and in the spring when the sturgeon 
moved from the lakes into the rivers. 
Spearing, shooting with bow and arrow, 
an) jieeing with lores and barbless hooks 
were also practiced. 

In winter, Noles were cut through the ice 
and shelters were erected over them (Color 
Mate NVI). The fish were attracted by 
artificial lures manipulate! by the patient 
fisherman whe waited, speat in han. 

SPEAKING FISH BY TORCHLICHT 

The usual method of spearing fish in 
Simmer was ior two men to fo out in a 
cane alinight. A hark torch was lighter 
in the bow of the canoe, While the man 
in the stern paddled the canoe, the other 
in the bow speared the fish attracted! by 
the light. Fish were preserved by smoking 
and crying: 

The prestige enjoved by a man in his 
tribe was determined principally by his <kill 
44 a hunter and fisher, and by his standing 
HS ib Warton. 

Probably oo misunderstanding brought 
about so much ill feeling and bloodshed! 
between the Indians and whites as the 
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difference in their concepts concerning the 
ownership of lund. 

In America, the land within the tribal 
boundaries was negiried as belongme to 
the tribe. Neither the Indian individual 
nur the family possessed vested rights in 
land, although ech fanuily micht appropri- 
ate or have assigned to it, for cultivation or 
gathering, as much as they might require 
for their own needs. 

Therefore it was impossible for any chief, 
family, or aby section of 9 tribe lewally tu 
‘sell or give away any purt of the tribal 
helclings. 

Naturally any such cockiments or pur- 
chases hac no significance to the early In- 
dians. ‘The first white settlers cither were 
net aware of this fact or found im con- 
venient to enor: It, 

TEAS CF TREATIES AND CARTE VAGUE 

Tt was inevitable that, despite any nego. 
tintions carried on by individuals, the [n- 
dians considered themselves ousted wher 
the whites took possession of their linds, 

The idea of treaties and legal transfer of 
rights was imparted by the white man to 
the Indian, Previously the Inclian olitained 
we Gf any particular area thraweh woc- 
cipuncy of conjuest, and te bole these 
rights he had ti defend them against his 
engi 

ical of the Todion attitude was the 
late Toohulhulsote, a member of the 
Nez Pereé tribe, made when the whites 
were trying to force the Indians to leave 
their ancient hoow in the Wallowa valley, 
to be placed on a distant reservation. 

“The earth.” he said, “i our mother, 
and ber body should not be disturbed by the 
hoe or the plow. Men should subsist by 
the spontaneous productions of Nature. 
The sovercienty of the earth cannot be 
sold or given away, We never have made 
any trade. Part of the Indians have given 
up thelr land. Tonever did. The earth is 
part of my body, ond 1 never gave op the 

earth, Seo let as the earth will keep cu, 
I wish to be let alone.” 

Early explorers; accustomed to Fouro- 
pean ideas of regal descent and individual 
political power, applied such terms ne kine, 
queen, or princess to members of the 
eimply organized democratic village tribes 
of eastern America. This was absurd, 

The idea of a legal executive head was 
entirely foreign to these Indians, but was 
fostered by the colonists becater of the ond 


lt gave in the transaction of business, pare 
ticularly in regard to the sale of Janel. 

The idea of inherited rank ales was alien, 
for the most part: Even the so-called 
“chie” atmong many tribes was recoenizerl 
as leader only becouse of his personal ex- 
ploits or generally recognized ability. Sach 
a leader hud no actual authority, his role 
being purely advisory but hacked by .cus- 
Linn, 

In certain groups, such as the [requots 
and same Pueblo tribes, it was the nile ti 
select chieftaincies from a particular clan, 
Although in prictice such offives were usu- 
be lest Eee. 

Probably the only example of a despot- 
ism wie to be foun ameng the Natchez 
aul neighboring tribes of the lower Miz- 
aissipoi. However, In this instance, sub- 
mixsien to the will ef the chief was appuer- 
ently voluntary and based upon religion. 

Ideas of caste usnally were entirely lack- 
ing, as were ideas of individual wealth. 
On the northwest comt of America: a 
caste clistinethon did arise, based on prop 
erly holdings, and among the Natchez a 
caste system developed based on lines of 
heredity, The idea of ineiwsehual wealth 
wus rare ameng the American Indians 

The organized confederacy of the Tro- 
quaian tribes, with a representative form 
of poveriment, wis a unique experiment 
among American Indians, There is: pond 
evidence that the League of the Trocpucis 
strongly influenced ovr own democratic 
type of government.

Their reaction took two ferns. Some, like 
Cornplanter, famous Seneca chet, believed 
that the tori should make friends with 
the whites, Save himself by imitate the 
Europeans, ind subsist in open competithon 
with them 
Camplanter 
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‘mong the famous exponents of the 
latter theory was Metacom, known to the 
Enelish as King Philip, He was a Wamyr- 
nowe, the sen of Miassasoit, whose friendly 
acts mde peessible the suocess of the Plyim- 
nuth t clit coprersi te paige). He 
probably the test renurkuble character 
among oll the New Fonagrlierel Indiana of the 
clonal perice! 

For ten years Metacom quietly organized 
the Indians of New England and, in (65, 
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declared war upon the whites, Daring the 
ensuing yeur 52 of 90 English towns were 
Httacked, and 12 completely destrowed. 
Had it not been for the treachery of some 
of his followers, there seems little doubt 
that Metaoom would have succeeded in 
driving the Europeans from New Enmglanil. 
Hts forces were finally defeated and Meta- 
tom himself Eilled in the famous swamp 
fight in Rhode Island on August 12. 1676. 


TECUMSEH, THE HUMANE WARRIOR 


More than a century later the final des- 
perate stand of the Indians against the 
white: in the northeastern United Sinte 
was made under the leadership of Tecumseh, 
who, in the opinion of many historians, was 
the vreates! Aare: developed during historic 
limes among all of the Indians of the United 
States. (Color Plate XXIV). 

One of the ablest of all Inedian warriors, 
he became noted for his humane character, 
Among other wets, be persuaded his tribe, 
the Shawnee, to abandon the practice of 
torturing prisoners, a basic custom.at In- 
dian warfare al the time, 

Treeumseh vigorously oppose the ad- 
vance of the white man anc denied the 
right of the Government to purchase bane 
from a single tribe on the wrounds that the 
vast woodland hunting territery belonged 
to all tribes as common property (p. 575), 

When the Government refused to recoe- 
nize his contention, he formed a great con- 
federacy of practically all of the Indians 
east of the Mississippi in hope of making the 
Ghia River the permanent bouniliry line 
between the two races, 

With chosen agents he visited every Uribe 
from Florida to the Missouri River, per- 
studing them to join in his movement. Be- 
cause of precipitant action by some of his 
followers, the Battle of Tippecanoe took 
lace in 1811, béfore the plans of crgatiza- 
lion were complete, are! Tecumseh’s pur- 
pure wis cle fea ted, 

The watrior then allied himself with the 
British against the Americans and was given 
a commission in the regular Brinch Army as 
a brigadier general, having 2,000 Indian 
allies under his personal command, 

In 1815. he protected Procter’s retrent, 
following Perry's victory at Lake Ernie, forc- 
ing Proctor to make a. stand against whe 
Americans near Chatham, Ontario, In the 
hatthe that followed, the Americans wriler 
ee were Vickirious and Tecumseh was 

erl 
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He had a premonition of this disaster 
and oid aside his uniform of a Beitish wen- 
eral, dressing himecl{ in tative costume for 
the fight. With the death of Tecumseh, the 
last serious ohbstache in the path af white 
Spansion wie removed ancl the doom of 
native Ute in the eastern United States 
was sealed. 

Another noted Indian whose career sume- 
what paralleled that of ‘Tecumseh waa 
Thavendanega, known to the whites as 
Joseph Brant. 

Ne was one of the first prominent Indians 
to learn to read? and write English, He 
woe a Mohawk chief, born in 1742, who 
took an active part in the border wars 
against the whites during the 18th century, 

As he was « Mohawk, he fought with the 
British in Potitiac'’s war of 1763 against the 
American colonists, He was ziven the con: 
mission of a British colonel and. with his 
native troops, took an schive part ina num, 
ber i fares racks jigainst American settle- 
ments in 1779. His sister became the wife 
of Sir William Johnson (page 539), 

As with many other peoples, must noted 
Indians owe. their prominence to military 
activities. This should not, however, pro- 
duce an unbalanced nicture of Indian Hfe. 
Waorlare ngainst the whites was inevitable 
because of the pressure of white expansion, 

The Indian's method of fighting differed 
considerably from the mas¢ activities of the 
Europeans. The Indian technique was to 
scatter (nrces, plac ing emphasis upon con. 
cealment, surprise, and ambush. Not until 
the colonists adopted Indian methods of 
hehting could they cope with bin. 

Two pracices connected with warfare 
in the Rastern Woodlands area have been 
prominent in diterature. One was the tor- 
turing of prisoners; the other wes the 
taking of scalps. Both of these cistoms 
appear to have been oboriginal with the 
Iroquois and to have spread jrom them, 
titer the worting af Lhe whites, over a much 
wider bLerritery, 


THE SPREAD OF SCALP TAKING 


Taking ‘scalps was encourage by the 
European rivals in the northeast, who 
iffared hounties ta their Indian allies for 
scalps at their enemies, Indian or white. 
With this stimulus, the practice of scalping 
apreal rapidly and widely, 

ounties for the scalps of hostile Indians 
In the West were offered as lote as the 
mldde of the last century.

In more peaceful occupations, however 
the Incian was. much greater than as a 
military strategist, Apart from hunting 
aml fishing, be was skilled in the higher 
arts. He wis an excellent orator and 
dramatist, Many speeches.are models of 
powerful and facet hic expression, 

The relative effects of group néspornse to 
a rational appeal versus an emotional ap- 
peal were pbout the same ameng the In- 
dians as they would be among moderns. 

This is illustrated hy two speeches given 
a century moc a council of the Assinibain 
called by Edwin Deniz, the white agent, in 
a0 attempt to dissuude them from going 
to war against the Crows, who had mas- 
sacred the occupants of an Assinibain camp 
on the Vellowstone River. 

After the gathering had assembled in 
the Jodge and the purpose of the meeting 
was explained, the leading chief spoke this: 

“My children, Tamamild man. For up- 
ward of 20 years | have herded vou together 
like a band of horses, 11 ft had not been 
for me, vou would long age have been 
acattered like wolves over the prairies. 
Good men and wise omen are scarce: and, 
being so, they should be listened to, loved, 
and obeyed, 

“My tongue has been worn thin and my 
teeth loosened in giving you advice and 
instruction. | am aware [ speak to men 
os wise as myself, many braver, but none 
older or of more experience. T have called 
you together to state that our enemies. ( the 
Crows) have sent tohacoo, through the me- 
dium af the whites at the bie fort, to me 
and my children, to see if they could amoke 
it with pleasure, of tf it tasted badly. For 
my part T om willing to smoke. 

“We are but a handiul of men surrounded 
ly large and powerful notions, oll our ene- 
mies. Let us therefore by making peace 
reluce this number of foes aned increase our 
number of fritcnds. Tarn aware that many 
here have lost relatives by these people. So 
have we by the Gros Ventres, ni vel we 
hive peace with them. Tf it be ta cur m- 
terest to make peace, all old enmities must 
he laid ashle and forgotten. 

"T am getting old, and have nol many 
more winters to see, and am tired seeing 
my children gradually decrease by incessant 
war, We afe poor in horses—from the 
herds the Crows own we will replenish, 
They will pay bigh and give many borses 
for peace, The Crows are good warriors, 
and the whites sav good penple and wall 
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keep their word, Whatever is decided upon, 
let it be manly: we are men. Others can 
speak. | listen; | have said,” 

This speech was received by a slight re- 
sponse from some of “Hooeoaeo,” and bey 
the majority in silence: After a few min- 
utes’ interval another chief, the third or 
fourth from where he sat, a savage, war- 
like, one-eved Indion, replied. 


A FIGHTING, SPEECH 


He said that he differed from all the old 
chief had sald regarding their eneinies, He 
liked his father, the chief, individually a5 a 
man and as their leader, but the father must 
he growing old and childish to advise them 
to take to smoking the tobacco of their #ne- 
mies, the Crowes. 

“Tell the whites to take it back to them," 
he pleaded. “It stinks, and if smoked 
would taste of the blood of our newest 
relations,” 

He thought his old father (the chief) 
should make a journey to the banks of the 
Yellowstone, speak to the erinning skulls 
af 30 lodges of his children, and hear 
thelr answer. 

“Would they laugh? Would they dance? 
Would they beg for Crow tobacco or cry 
for Crow horses?” | 

Ti horses were wanted in camp, let the 
young men. go to war and steal ancl take 
them as he had done—as he intended to de 
as long asa row Indian hada horse. What 
if in the attempt they left their bones to 
bleach on the prairie?

“The voung men,” he concluded, “will 
make war, must have war, and, os far as mv 
influence goes, should have war, I have 
spoken." 

This speech was received with liuil 
and prolonged grunts of approbation bw 
more than two-thirds of the assembly. It 
wus agreed that war should continue.

Com was eaten in many different wavs. 
The green ears were roasted of boiled, or 
the kernels scrped from the green ear and 
prepared as a kind of com soup, Since 
corn cotild be preserved when dried, it 
was stored in granaries or caches in ‘the 
prownd and eaten in time of scarcity, 

Dried corm was powniled into meal in 
deco wooden mortars or ground with shal- 
law stone mullers. There were NUMeETIMS 
ways of preparing the meal, but it was 
usuilly eaten as bread or mush, Coming 
was made by boiling the corm in a we 
lve solution to loosen the hulls, which were 
then washed off with water. — 

Moccasins, mats, masks, and toys were 
woven from Gorm husks; Flewts for fish 
nets and tubular containers were made from 
the cormetalk. Corneob. fires were burned 
when smoking skins, while the pulp of vreen 
corm was occasionally used in place of ani- 
mal braing for dressing skins, All parts of 
the corn plant were utilized as fuel, au com 
fires. were particularly satisfactory in the 
house, as they did-not produce much smoke, 

GAMES OF CHASTE AND SHRILL 

The Indian was verv fond of games and 
sports. ‘Two types of games prevuiled 
throughout the New World: those of pure 
chanee, cetisisting of mony varielics of 
dice or guessing iames, ine] those requiring 
dexterity. Games requiring athletic still 
and endurance combined with dexterity pre 
willed throughout the New World, 

Foot mcing and wrestline were the most 
common variedes of man-to-man competi- 
tion, Athletic games. requiring team ploy 
and mass participative were wicespredid, 

Throughout most of the eastern half of 
the United States was played the game of 
lactase, which has since been taken over 
by the whites (Color Plate 1). 

Wagers were made on pil games (Plate 
XVi. Frequently the stakes were heavy 
and aman would risk his entire. property 
on a single dice game or athletic contest. 
Caught in the fever of gambling, after Ios- 
ing all of their material holdings ployers 
weld put up their wives as stakes. and 
sometimes would wager their own persons, 
the loser becoming the slave of the winner, 

Indian women huye been described as 
drudves, beasis of burden, chattels, and as 
being virtual slaves of their husbands. 
Their existence bas been pictured as a con- 
tinuous round of backbreaking physical 
work, childbearing, and dutiful waiting on 
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their husbands’ every whim, Such a pic- 


ture ts mot at all characteristic, 


WOMAN'S FLACK IN HOME AND GARDEK 
In aboriginal times the house and the 


gurdens surrounding it were the woman's 


domain, While they tilled the soil, pre- 
pared fool god wecupied themselves about 
the domestic establishment, the men were 
husy in the more strenuous pursuits of 
huntinis, fishing, and warfare. Visitors 
therefore usually saw women industriously 
auenes to their work around the house, 
while the men, if Hit, spparintivy re- 
clined lazily about its ails ta do, 

The division of labor between the sexes wits 
strongly fixed by custom, so that when the 
encroachment. of the white man destroyed 
the game, fenced off hunting grounds, and 
removed! the possibility of aboriginal war- 
fare, the hatkane ¢ was completely destroyed. 

e woman's work remained, but the man 
was left with nothing: to de. 

In the old days Indian women worked 
hard, took pride in their work, lived, loved, 
andl tossipedd, much as wimen do in all 
parts of the world, Since much of their 
work was out ol ddors, their life was a 
healthy one. ‘The hushand had no teal au- 
thority over his wife's person and, while 
custom differed among various flies. the 
worn fs a rule could leave her hoshund 
when she wished. There was as much mu- 
tual consent involved in marriage os-in our 
OW! sochety, 

So-called purchases of wives, when an- 
alyzed, are found te consist cither of a mu. 
tual excharie of gifts by the families as a 
coobhwill gesture, or as compensation to the 
bride's family for the loss oof her services, 

Among many of the Indian tribes descent: 
is reckoned only through the female line, su 
that all forms of inherited rights can he 
carried on only throwch the worn, Among 
same gramps, such as the Iroquois, the 
women had mn important voice in tribal 
affairs aml were regulorly: members of coun- 
cH meetings (Color Mate IT). 

The breakdown of native culture was 
inevitable once the white man had en- 
trenched himself in the New World, 

The first disaster resulting from this 
contact was the mtroduction of new dis- 
eases, such 25 smallpox, measles, and 
chicken pox, to which the Indians had de- 
veloped ne racial resistance, Whole tribes. 
were swepl away and others were greatly 
reduced in numbers; 
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The introduction. of alcohol kewise did 
much to. break down the pride and spirit 
of the ladion. who seemed waable to drink 
In mocderat bot. 

Even more devastating, in the long run, 
was the psychological effect of the contact 
af the two civilizations,

j MRED of tricding in leathers and 
coffees in northeast Africa and. feel- 


ing the urge of the sea, | built myself 

a 10-ten bout rigwed with a lateen sail and 
east aff ta fish for pearls. 

Mine wos o litht-draft Arab craft that 
could skim across the reefs at high tide, 
Four Somali sailors made up my crew. I 
planned to pick up Sudanese pearl divers 
alter a trial run to the Arabian ooast. 

The first land [ sighted after leaving 
Diiboutt in French Somaliland was the 
lund: of Moucha, churacteristic of the 
corul isles of the Red Sea and Gulf of Aden. 
Silence and mystery brooded over the lah 
eretn landscape where hig brown crabs, fat 
sea slugs, amd white egrets provide the 
only touch of life. 

I returned to the boat in full moontight. 
From. the flat expanse of an island. its white 
beaches shining in the moonglow, arose the 
hoarse cries of sand crickets coming io life 
at night. Little waves died gently on the 
beach at long intervals like the breath of 
all sleeping things, 

While the stars passed slowly above my 
head, I thought of the unknown where I 
Was foing to venture. 


‘rr WAS TIME To co” 


The tide rose slowly; the moon at its 
zenith revealed the coral with surprising 
clearness, [i was time to go, 

First with 4 boat book to clear the reef, 
and then with o brisk°south wind, we maile 
the blacker waters of the open sea, 

At davbresk the yellow mountain spur of 
the Rus Bir showed upto port. We skirted 
the Danculia coast, taking advantage of the 
iftzhore breeze.

J hae been warned that this passage was 
dangerous because of strony and treacherous 
currents, but I felt that the force of the fui-

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lowing wind should carry os safely through, 
[ wus o little wnxious, though, when I re- 
membered that Bab el Mandeb means 
‘Wate of Tears.” 

Waves, driven up from India by the mon- 
span, broke ugainst hich black cliffs in 
steaming torrents of spray. Tt was too late 
to chinnge course, Any loss of speed in this 
angry sea would make these almost vertical 
waves doubly terrible, a= they would then 
overwhelm us from the stern, 


A STORMY PASSAGE THROUGH THE 
“OATE OF TEARS” 


Better to risk our all! Li the rigging held 
we were saved. We tore through the tumul- 
tious sea only a few cable lengths from the 
fury of the waves breaking against the rocks 
of the shore, 

Surleniy, Abdi, crouching down in the 
bow, shouted something L did not hear, 
and pointed in the line of our course, 

| saw that the sea was covered with what 
appeared to be liquid cones rising suddenly 
and disappearing apain. Waves whipped 
with spray tushed in a circle. Here the 
great swirl and eddy made by the current, 
which. was held back by the wind 's force, 
became a veritable whirlpocl, 

As 1 tried to steer toward a zone of com- 
pirative calm, the mainsail was brought 
down by the violence of the wind, Ahmed! 
threw himself on the clew line to prevent 
the sail from bringing the boat by the lee, 
which would hove instantly capsized us. 

The whirlpool caught us and a wave, 
rushing over the stern, swept away the sail, 

A sharp cry rose above the tumult anda 
dark figure washed past in the foam. Ab- 
med had been carried away by the furious

T threw out lines which drifted) astern, 
but I could think only of steering to keep 
behind us the mountainous waves, Abc 
succeeded in hoisting a piece of sailtloth 
that served asa sterm bh and enabled us 
to make beach.

"Tn my desperate. effort to escupe sui- 
focation, my bonds, now weakened and wet, 
broke. My head bumped against the over- 
turned hull and T found myself in an air 
pocket. 

“T did not dare to move any more fur 
fear of josing that bubble of air which held 
the last maments of toy life. My heal 
toywched the wood; the waler came up to 
my chin. Suddenly, l felt the bodies press- 
ing arvund me moved aside, and | was sble 
to kick them dawn; my prison was open- 
ing. “The mast, wrenched out of its socket, 
hadt cipprecd the sail as it floated up to the 
surface. 

“| dived at once and came op in free air 
at the side of the hull In the distunce I 
saw the lights of the coast patral boat 
which had pursued us, Twice the blinding 
beams of the searchlight caught me, but at 
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that distance my black behy was such 
little thing that nubody suw me. 

“The ship stood on her course, and soon 
her lights disappeared in the nivht 

“Two days passed anc [ was- going to 
five up ane die when Crd ordained that I 
spoold be on your course.’ 

Arrived at Assah, near the southern end 
of the Red Sea on the African coast, | tried 
to hire Sudanese pearl divers in the native 
cafes which they frequent. 

(Cafes line the street, cach with its spe- 
cial chentele—Danakil from the bush: 
Arabs wearing as hats the little traclitional 
baskets of straw: Sudanese and old-time 
slaves listening ta the tumboura player, the 
lost echo af their hase lari, 

The tamboura is a sort of primitive lute. 
The natives carry this instrument ‘with 
them wherever fate may cost them, 

In the depths of Arabia, beyond the 
mountains of the Yemen, in the death- 
dealing desert, on the boats which come 
up the Persian Gull or wander among the 
archipelagoes of the Red Sea—everywhere 
the same recitative draws from five vatpul 
strings the same strange tones, always the 
same for thousands: of yeurs, 

Their chants are a sort of prayer that 
these men with the faces of brutes mone 
souls of little children ery to the pagan 
aids of their native country. 

Manv knew me, having seen me at 
Diibouti or at sea. But they had little con- 
fidence in my knowledge of pearl fishing.

I had hired men by the month, which, 
as TP now saw, was absurd. 1 learnedt thot 
peal-shing boats belongs te men whe 
rarely sail themselves, Instead, the owner 
has anata (or vebiwda) und a seria);

Divers team up in twos and threes, each 
tram provicing is own pire, or open 
duont conce (rages 604, 605), In gen:

The owner of the bout advances the food 
for the expedition, which cunsists of durra 
andl tice, sometimes with oil or bitter:

One thing, however, serves lo make this 
fairly rare—the superstition of these simple 
men, who dread the punishment of heaven 
becouse of the prayer they make each day 
before the opening of the ovsters is bezun. 

This praver, the Pathe, implies an naih 
that nobody his hidden what God has given 
him during the day, The guilty usually 
pot a bad face on it which does not escape 
the experienced eve of the ole serinj, Thus, 
thieves are quite rare. The promoters of 
the expedition, on the other band, do mot 
suffer from the sume superstitious distress, 


THE THEILE OF GPENING.AN OYSTER 


The fishing is done from the Ciueit 
canpes, each occupied by three men, some- 
times two. They set out in the morning, 
weather permitting, and return to the boat 
at night with the result of the day's lobor, 

When all have come back the eyvsters are 
opened tn front of evervindy. Tt is like a 
game of chance, and a veritable frenzy 


keeps the Sudanese at their work, much as 
the gambling passion holds plavers around 
the baccarat table, 

What emotion as each ovster is opened! 
What is going to come: out? The man 
who opens the bivalves squashes in his 
hands the mollusk containing the cal- 
careous cysts which are the precious pearls: 

What joy when a lustrous stone is taken 
from the slimy mass! Each man then pre- 
tends he recognizes the oyster os one: he 
fished, anil there are violent discussions 
solely to show that one is favored with luck, 
for everything is aon a communal basis. 

It requires a good deal of conscience for 
ho mun Mone on a distant reef to remst the 
temptation of opening. part of the catch 
in the canoe for his own aceount. This type 
af fraud is severely punished. 

A diver who is convicted is banned for- 
ever, and never again finds anybedy who 
will hire hin) for work on a pearl fisher. 
He then becomes one of those solitury fig- 
ures alone the shore who live on all kinds 
of fish and take their chances in their little 
Canes. 
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Palring up, they go off to fhr-away 
reefs, paddling their frail beats for several 
(liye ti get ta goorl fishing graunes, Fre- 
qienily they disappear, blown over by a 
suiddent scpuall: or, in the course of o dive 
off p distant island, one may be snapper 
up by a shark. 

The survivor cantiot now, alone, croés 
the distance that separates him from. bis 
starting point, for wine paddle is not enough 
for stich o journey. So he dies. 

| once found a drifting boat which the 
presence of fla¢ks of scavengers hal incli- 

cated o long way off. A body beside an 
empty water tank told of death from thirst, 
and the inseparable tamboura an which, 
perhops, the dving man hac for the last 
time evoked his native forest, was bobbing 
up and down im the brine in the bottom, of 
the canoe. 

When two of these men team up, the 
one in the rear paddles slowly; the other, 
his Head in a sort of box with a window 
which he puts on the water, inspects the 
ocean bed (page 605). He sees an oyster 
and dives; leaving the bx flomting. “This 
the man behind takes in his turn, He 
watches the movements of his companien 
to help him in case of danger. 

Armed with a lancelike iron pole about

[tis easy to understand the solidarity af 
interest between these two men when each 
holds: his life-at the mercy of the other. 

An old nakheda advised me to go to 
Mnssaun where [ should more easily find 
teams of clivers. There T met Schouchann, 
a buyer for o big pearl king, He was a 
jovial, frank, and friendly person, and socn 
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became a good friend. He invited me to

The next day [ found him at home 
wenting a long shirt and Turkish slippers, 
Always jolly, he served me ao sumptuous

While we talked a native entered, He

two other members of the crew, 


THE DHAMA OF TARGAINING 


First; tea wos served. The twlk was 
abeout everything except pearls. After a 
while, Schouchana put the ywestion as if 
theexact words must mot be used: 

“Sou have something?” 

Without replving the old Arab took out 
of his girdie the usual red cloth that ccoyv- 
ered a parcel as big as.an egg. With a rapt

There, in that little blood-colored cloth, 
was the year's labor of perhaps fifty poor 
devils: many others muy have lost their 
lives or contracted incurable illnesses.

When the zarug had gone, he found his 
companion fainting on the beach. He had 
been thrown inte the sea for dead, but had 
had strength enough to drag himself to the 
shore and bide behind a rock. 


OFF Of A PIRATE CHASE! 


I was outraged by this raid and my frst 
thought was to give chase to the pirates; 
I hacl six suits of board ond, In addition, a 
lew dynamite capa which | used for fishing: 

But the nakhods was resigned: he would 
rely on Allah, who had permitted this thing, 
to 21ve him whatever retribution was just. 

However, my Sdamalis were eaver to do 
aonicthiog, ‘The oll hate of the African 
races. for the invading Arabs awoke.

At the most it could have reached Sursn, 
the only anchorage possible on the edge of 
the reef of the Parasan Bank, Moreover, 
the crew would suspect nothing, belleving 
all the survivors to be aboard the ZTE. 

“Whit did you hve on board?” T asked, 

“A few sacks of sadafs, but in my box 
the pearls of our entire trip, and they are 
worth more than 10,000 rupees.”

I knew 
enouth of the natives’ habits to foresee their 
reaction to the type of attack I had in store 
for them. I made a packet of three dyna- 
mite caps, one of which was primed and 
furnished with a fuse calculated to burn 
for 20 seconds, 

This improvised torpedo was fastened to 
the end of a long boat hook. If evervthing 
went as I foresaw, this would suffice to 
avoid anything approaching a fight; but 
we had to get there in time. 

The island was mountainous. We could 
aee it in the night. It was 2/4, m. and all 
eves were fixed on the horizon. Not even 
the cabin boy slept. 

With the aid of a night glass T guided us 
Cluser and AH pointer) out to mean iso- 
lated black point in the sea to the south 
af the island.

SEA SNAILS FOR BUTTONS 


Ta the north of the Fornen Bank sre 
many fishers of those big sea snails called 
“tronhus,”’ the shell of which is used for 
making butte. 

Trochus fishers pass their lives in’ the 
stench of these larve sea snails, which mot 
in the bowt, A trochus boat can be smelled 
for more than six miles at sea (page 624), 

Pearl divers do not mix with the trochus 
fishermen: theif work ts consilered too 
crude and unskilled. They are generally 
the Danakil of the shore, very simple incl 
Drimitive men, capable of doing the mest 
repulsive work without the slightest dismust. 

The men wade slowly along the reefs in 
water up to the waist and often to the 
armpits; HKefore them they push oa water 
glass. Each time they see a snail they 


‘have to plunge the entire body into the 


water to seize it. ‘The burning sum .and 
wind dry the salt water on their bodies in 
a few seconds: That is why one sees them 
white with salt.

Mr. Ki sat on amat ond we drank-tea 
tea which he had browsht from wav back 
there for himself alone: a tea unknown 
to Europeans, the subtle aroma of which 
did not profane the sanctuary of the old 
Huddha standing in the gleam of the oil 
night light. 

Mr. Ki told me that he had come there 
annually for severdd veurs. In September 
he returns to (hina with his cargo of sea 
slugs, About 20 boats fish for him on all 
the surrounding reefs: 

To the fishers he sells matches by the 
dosen on condition that the empty boxes 


be returned; incense, cigarettes in Tittle 
packets of four, fishhooks, string, etc 

Fishing for sea slugs is dont on the sandy 
bettom in depths of from ten to twelve feet 
with small boats and divers who inspect 
the sea bel with a water glass. 

The sea slug is a fat, flabby, brownish 
worm as big as a chills wrist and six to 
eight mehes long, or more. The Chinese 
beliewe it has aphrodisiac properties and 
eal large quantities of it, 

Ale. Ki also buys shorks’ fins from which 
is extracted. after cooking, a tough, stringy 
substance like vermicelli. This aleo i re 
qarded as an aphrodisiac by the Chinese. 
li not more efficacious, it is at least much 
Mure expensive thun sea slugs. 


FISHERS OF TURTLES 


‘The sight of the litte volcanic islands af 
sowabih (Hes des Freres), near the en- 
trance of the Strato! Bab el Mandeb, made 
Me: Curis to see them at closer range. 
They ate visited infrequently by fishers of 
turtles, whe go there with their piragues ani 
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live for months at atime on the bare rocks, 
battered by the sta and wind, 

On rounding the point toward a sheltered 
beach on one of the islands, shaped like a 
horseshoe, DL saw a trian, almost nude, cum- 


ning toward us on the sand and waving his 


loincloth. 

We found he was a Dankali from Obock, 
o turtle fisherman, His compdanton’s buat, 
which shoukd have brought him water and 
provisions, had not returned. He had been 
there for ten days, living on raw crabs and 
passing the time with his body imunersed 
inorder to retard the effects of thirst. 

Row crabs ore a precious palliative 
against thirst, for the liquid they contain 
is much less ealty than sen water, It can, 
therefuire, be ussimilated and thus retard 
the dehydration of the human organism 
which is death from thirst. 

However, this poor fellow was emaciated. 
His prominent cheekbones, hollow eve 
sockets, and his joy made me think of o 
death’s-head ictin, 

Once he was on board, we warned him 
against drinking water too wreerdily. But he 
hitiseaf knew and so controlled his thirst, 
drinking at first only one or two swallows. 
We made him some very hot tea 

He was named Vussuf, and was 25, but 
in his present-state it-was impossible to tell 
his age from his appearance. In his two 
months” fishing he had onllected about 20 
turtle shells, 


NIGHT HUST Fire TURTLES 


Turtles lay their eggs when the moon 
is at the full and when the tides are at 
their highest. If the sand bears the slightest 
imprint they depart to find a safer retreat 

The fisherman is careful, therefore, ty 
walk only where the sea will éffiace his 
iracks. For entire nights, immobile and 
silent in the shadow, he watches the tide 
climb slowly up the beach, 

The moon rises on its carpet of stars. 
[ts light fills the bay and the sand shine 


with aowhite luminesity between the rocks: 


ef black basalt, 

Then a dark object, like a flat stone, 
emerges from a fringe of foam left on the 
wet sand. It is a turtle, [ts little head 
is ritised, inspecting; then it drags itself 
heavily forward and makes for the foot 
of a sandbank where it dies itself in and 
lays its eggs. 

That lasts more than an hour: Then it 
covers them with sand and moves off toward 
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the ebbing sea. The fisherman jumps from 
his hiding place and in a flash turns the 
turtle on its buck; now it ls helpless. 

The fishers also use the egus for Tod), as 
the yolk hardens Boil Bie erty tipped in 
boiling water and keeps indefinitely. 


SCENTED KESIN A BORNT OFFERING 


VYuseuf went to find his little sack of 
turtle shells and 1 followed him toward the 
grotto which had sheltered him and his 
few possessions. Duavlight penetrated feehly 
and it was a few minutes before one could 
distinguish objects, 

The entrance was encumbered with a 
multitude of litth rags, white or made 
white by the weather, hung on shoots of 
reeds stuck into hollows between the stones. 

They were all tiecl in the same way and 


each contained a mall piece of scented 


wood. ‘They were offerings to his divinity, 
Further inside, litte piles of cintlers heaped 
on flat Stones had served for burning 
scented resins. . 

All the fishermen who have come and 
pone on this land have left traces of secret 
devotion to their primitive religion. I found 
these old] rites interesting, and was cart 
ful to disarrange none of the fisherman's 
little things, so humble and yet so grand, 
for they expressed all the wenkness of man, 
his fears, and hic awe in the face of Nature 
an this little lost iskanel. 

Having lived for muny years among these 
primitive peoples, | have become incapable 
af resuming European life. During a long 
absence in Paris | wondered why an. in- 
tense nestilgia mode me always long for 
the sea, the desert, and the savage bush, 

I believe 1 understood the reason on my 
return to the Red Sea at Inst Among 
these simple men] found myself, so similar 
was the new generation to the one I hal 
known vears befare. 

| felt I had not aged, for their mentality 
was eoetly the same as that of their fathers. 
} had the joy of rediscovering, deep in 
these simple bemgs, all that hod ever drawn 
me ta them, for everything was unchanged, 
Uke the sea and the desert. 

There i 9 softmess and aweetness in for- 
getting our troubled humanity in this for- 
gotten commer where live dgeless men 2s un- 
changing as the rock. 

Woe to him who will say te them that 
they must taste the fruits of our civilization, 
for they must remam what they are or 
(disappear.

To Sac Ambacaw my husband went 
in. the early mornings to bay a small ante: 
lope, since other fresh meat was so scarce 
then and the supply uncertain, 

Far down the river, on the Porturuese 
site, a few thin steers and jambs were 
railed, They were slaughtered once or 
twiee a week and one brought to Homa 
if all went well with the fittl: moter craft— 
and often it did mot, 

Unless your nan was entered early upon 
the “subscription list’ at the Portuguese 
store, the meat market would probably be 
bare when you pot there, and your dinner 
party turned inte a river fish supper, 

I had come with somé trepidation from 
faroii Michigan to spend this: vear amd ao 
half on the mysterious West Coast. I is 
no Jonger the “white man’s grave,” this 
land of Stanley, but rather an exciting and 
imusual experience with, here and there, 
lhe Inevitable unpleasant moments, 

Instead of taking one of the fine Belgian 
pussenger steamers that sail every two 
weeks Irom Antwerp, we proceeded more 
letsurely on coe of the smaller vessels of a 
Portuguese line, 

The Belgian boats, and others, enter the 
Congo, steam the 60 miles up its course to 
Boma, and then another 35 tu Mlatadi, the 
head of orean-gning navigation (pages 149 
and 651). But our litth steamer stopped 
ot the mouth ef the river only to let us afi 
nto a tiny toughest amd then continued 
southward ta Angolan ports, 

From Lisbon it bad introduced. us prac y-
